requesting authorization for the execution of a personal service agreement with Ungaretti & Harris, 
Chicago, Illinois, to assist the Redistricting Committee of the Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
under the direction of the Chair of the Committee, or his designee, to perform the following services: 


1. research redistricting law and legal standards applicable to Cook County redistricting under 
federal and Illinois constitutional and statutory requirements and case law principles, including 
without limitation and Voting Rights Act and the right to use adjusted data, and update the same 
for recent decisions; 

2. render advice and counsel to the Redistricting Committee regarding the foregoing and regarding 
methods and approaches to redrawing of districts, appropriateness of use of particular data, use of 
mapping and computer technology, coordination with election administration boundaries 
(including precinct boundaries), and other issues relating to redistricting: 

3. monitor congressional, legislative, and City of Chicago remap proceedings;

Chairman Daley entered into the record the eighteen amendments that have been proposed by the 
members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners to the Cook County Predatory Lending Ordinance 
(#240684).

The term “predatory lender” 
shall not include a financial institution, or its affiliates, that has submitted to the Chief Financial Officer a 
plan which is accepted in writing by the Chief Financial Officer to discontinue the practice of making 
predatory loans which plan - .-if th e- p l an -u nsur es: (i) ensures the prompt disengagement from the practice of 
making predatory loans by the financial institution and its affiliates, and (ii) ensures the complete 
cessation of the making of predatory loans by the financial institution and its affiliates within 180 days 
after the plan is submitted; provided that no more than one plan may be submitted on behalf of any 
financial institution.

SECTION 3 - COUNTY CONTRACTS 

Rt A. With each bid or contract offer submitted by a financial institution for any 

contract with the County, there shall be a pledge signed by the chairman of the 
board, chief executive officer, or other officer of the financial institution 
acceptable to the Chief Financial Officer. The pledge shall be in substantially the 
following form: 

We pledge that we are not and will not become a predatory lender as 
defined in Cook County’s Predatory Lending Ordinance. We further 
pledge that none of our affiliates is, and none of them will become, a 
predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance. We understand that 
becoming a predatory lender or becoming an affiliate of a predatory 
lender may result in the loss of the privilege of doing business with the 
County. 

If the financial institution fails to submit the signed pledge with the bid or 
contract offer, the financial institution shall be ineligible to enter into a contract 
with the County. For purposes of this Ordinance, a '‘County contract'’ shall not 
include designation as a County depository, 

Av B. The Chief Financial Officer s hall d e t e rmin e wh e th e r may require any financial 

institution seeking a contract with the County to submit additional assurances 
adequate to satisfy the Chief Financial Officer that the financial institution is not 
a predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance. A financial institution seeking a 
County contract shall be ineligible to enter into a County contract if the financial 
institution fails to provide the Chief Financial Officer with documentation that 
the Chief Financial Officer reasonably requests in order to determine whether the 
financial institution is a predatory lender. If the Chief Financial Officer 
determines that any such financial institution is a predatory lender as defined in 
this Ordinance, and the Chief Financial Officer does not suspend the ineligibility 
of the financial institution in accordance with paragraph E of this Section 3. the 
Chief Financial Officer shall refer the matter to the Purchasing Agent for action 
in accordance with the hearing and appeal procedure specified in paragraph C of 
this Section 3. th e- C - om - ity wil l- not award a coiHract - to-suc - h - financ -i a l- His t- itut - ioiu 
For purpo ses of thi s Ordinanc e , a County contrac t shall not includ e d esi gnat i on 
a s a County d e pos i tory.

C. Upon referral of the Chief Financial Officer’s determination that a financial 
institution is a predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance, the Purchasing 
Agent shall send notice of administrative hearing to the financial institution by 
certified mail, return receipt requested. The notice shall advise the financial 
institution that an administrative hearing will occur at a specified time and place 
for the purpose of determining whether that financial institution is a predatory 
lender as defined in this Ordinance. The hearing officer will be the Purchasing 
Agent or other person designated by the President of the Board of 
Commissioners. If the financial institution notifies the Purchasing Agent that it 
does not wish to avail itself of the opportunity for a hearing, or if the financial 
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institution fails to appear at the administrative hearing no hearing shall be 
conducted and the Financial institution shall be ineligible to enter into a County 
contract- 

Evidence will be limited to the factual is sue(s) raised by the notice. Persons with 
relevant information will testify under oath before a certified court reporter. The 
hearing officer may refuse to hear cumulative evidence and will moderate the 
hearing. Strict rules of evidence will not apply to the proceedings hut the hearing 
officer will strive to elicit the facts fully and in credible form. The affected 
financial institution may be represented by an attorney. 

At the conclusion of the testimony, the hearing officer will make a finding based 
upon a greater weight of the evidence as to whether the financial institution is a 
predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance. The hearing officer will mail a 
written copy of the Finding to the financial institution hy certified mail, return 
receipt requested. 

A financial institution which is found to be a predatory lender by the hearing 
officer may appeal this finding to a Review Board appointed by the President of 
the Board of Commissioners with the advice and consent of the Board of 
Commissioners. A notice of appeal must be filed with the Secretary of the Board 
of Commissioners within 14 days from the date the finding was mailed to the 
financial institution. The financial institution mav file with the Secretary of the 
Board of Commissioners written exceptions to the hearing officer’s findings 
within ten days of the notice of appeal. No oral presentations will he made to the 
Review Board. 

The Review Board will review the written record, tangible evidence, the hearing 
officer’s finding and the written exceptions and will expeditiously vote to 
recommend affirmance or reversal of the hearing officer’s finding to the Board of 
Commissioners. The Board of Commissioners’ decision will be mailed to the 
affected financial institution by certified mail, return receipt requested. 

If at the conclusion of the hearing and the appeal, if any, it is determined that the 
financial institution is a predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance, the Chief 
Financial Officer shall notify the Purchasing Agent that the financial institution is 
ineligible to enter into a County contract. The Chief Financial Officer shall 
notify the Treasurer of this any determination s that a financial institution is a 
predatory lender . 

G 7 Ef Nothing in this Ordinance shall affect the validity of any contract that was 

entered into in connection with any debt obligations issued by or on behalf of the 
County pr i or to n d e t e rm i nat i on -b y th e C hie f F i nanci al Offic e r - that- a n --e nt i ty 
part i c i p a ting in th e contract is a pred ator y lender before the effective date of this 
Ordinance . 

Dr U The Chief Financial Officer, at the direction of the President of the Cook County 

Board of Commissioners, may suspend the ineligibility of a financial institution 
in order to allow execution of a contract with the financial institution upon 
written application by the head of a County agency or department affected by the 
proposed contract setting forth facts sufficient in the judgment of the purchasing 
a g e nt Chief Financial Officer to establish: 
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1. that the public h e alth, sof ety- or w el far e of th e County requires the goods or 
services of the financial institution; and 

2. that the County is unable to acquire the goods or services at comparable price and 
quality, and in sufficient quantity, from other qualified sources; or 

3. for other good causes as the Chief Financial Officer determines to be in the best 
interests of the County.

Amends: Section 4 - County Depositories (B) 

B. Upon receipt of any written complaint regarding predatory lending practices by any financial 
institution seeking designation as a County depository or serving as a County depository, the 
Chief Financial Officer shall refer such complaints to the Treasurer who wdl may conduct an 
investigation of the complaint in accordance with the Treasurer’s policies and procedures. 

Leave was granted to add Commissioners Carr, Goslin, Hansen, Lechowicz, Moran, Moreno, Schumann, 
Sims, Steele and Sutker as co-sponsors. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the change in the language of the ordinance, from “will” to “may” is 
consistent with the City of Chicago ordinance? He stated the change in terminology will make the 
Treasurer’s action discretionary. 

Chairman Daley responded he believes the language is consistent with the City of Chicago ordinance and 
was recommended by the State’s Attorney’s Office. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated that it was explained to him that the reason for the amendment is 
because the County cannot dictate these actions to the Treasurer. 

Chairman Daley asked Helen Haynes, Assistant State’s Attorney, to address the Committee. 

ASA Haynes stated the change in language was recommended in light of the statutes governing the 
County Treasurer, and the County Treasurer’s discretion in recommending the designation of the County 
depository. She continued by stating that it would be more consistent with the statutory authority granted 
to the Treasurer if this were something that was transmitted to the Treasurer, where she may then 
investigate and take action.

Commissioner Silvestri stated his concern if the County Treasurer was not willing to work with the Board 
of Commissioners, that person would then have the ability to circumvent the purpose of the ordinance. 
He indicated that the elected Board of Commissioners should have some authority over the operations of 
one of the offices that it funds. He indicated he understands the division of powers and how statutory 
authority is given to various elected offices. However, he stated he does not think the Legislature 
intended other County elected officials to be totally free from any control exercised by the Board of 
Commissioners. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked what would happen if this amendment is not approved? 

ASA Haynes indicated there could be a Treasurer that objects to the originally proposed language and 
takes legal action by suing the Board. In response to Commissioner Lechowicz, ASA Haynes stated she 
would provide a briefing on the statutes that govern the Treasurer’s authority regarding the issue of 
County depositories. 

Commissioner Lechowicz remarked that the State has eminent domain on this issue. He said the statutes 
are clear as far as certain County offices are concerned as well as the responsibility of the County Board 
to that office, and that office to the State of Illinois. 

Commissioner Hansen stated the Home Rule powers of the County do not take precedence over the 
constitutional powers of the Treasurer. He said the language should be optional so that the County Board 
does not run afoul of the constitutional duties of the Treasurer. 

Commissioner Butler stated he does not believe that the Treasurer, who is the custodian of the funds, has 
powers that supercede that of the Board in terms of where the funds should be deposited. He agrees with 
Commissioner Silvestri in that the word “may” leads to ambiguity. 

Commissioner Maldonado also agreed with Commissioner Silvestri that the word “may” is too 
discretionary, giving the option and subjective discretion to the Treasurer to act upon this or not. He 
asked why the State’s Attorney’s Office suggested the word “may”. 

ASA Haynes responded that there is one specific statute that allows the Treasurer to request the County 
Board to designate a depository, as referenced in sub-point A of Section 4 of the Ordinance. However, in 
the instances in which the Treasurer is independently exercising her general constitutional and statutory 
authority over funds, there may be a potential problem by directing the Treasurer in a certain manner. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated if the ordinance is adopted with the term “will”, it is suggested that the 
Treasurer has the option of not having to comply with the language of this ordinance. He asked where the 
Home Rule power of this County lies? 

ASA Haynes responded the powers granted to the County have to be taken in the context of the powers 
granted to individually elected officials as well as those provided by statute under the body of law in the 
Constitution. She recommended this language be considered as being more consistent with existing law. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Vice Chairman Carr, moved approval of Amendment #6. 
Commissioner Butler called for a Roll Call, the vote of yeas and nays being as follows:

SUBSTITUTE AMENDMENT #8 


Sponsor: Commissioner Carl R. Hansen 

Explanation (purpose) of Amendment: 

Previous language allows lender to escape the intent of the ordinance through widely varying 
interpretations of the words “reasonably believe.” 

Amends: Section 2 - Definitions: “Predatory Loan” (8) 
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(8) Lending without due regard to repayment ability: The lender makes a loan if the lender dees 
net—FeaseeaWy believes at the time the loan is consummated that the borrower or the 
borrowers (when considered collectively in the case of multiple borrowers) will not be able to 
make the scheduled payments to repay the obligation based upon a consideration of their 
current and expected income, current obligations, employment status, and other financial 
resources (other than the borrower's equity in the dwelling which secures repayment of the 
loan). A borrower shall be presumed to be able to make the scheduled payments to repay the 
obligation if, at the time the loan is consummated, or at the time of the first rate adjustment in 
the case of a lower introductory interest rate, the borrower's scheduled monthly payments on 
the loan (including principal, interest, taxes, insurance and assessments), combined with the 
scheduled payments for all other debts, do not exceed 50% of the borrower’s monthly gross 
income as verified by the credit application, the borrower's financial statement, a credit 
report, financial information provided to the lender by or on behalf of the borrower, or any 
other reasonable means. This provision applies only to borrowers whose income, as reported 
on the loan application which the lender relied upon in making the credit decision, is no 
greater than 120% of the median family income for the Chicago Metropolitan Statistical Area 
(MSA) (as defined by the Director of the U.S. Office of Management and Budget). For 
purposes of this Ordinance, the median family income shall be derived from the most recent 
estimates made available by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development, at the 
time the application is received. For purposes of determining median income, only the 
income of the borrower or borrowers shall be considered; 

Chairman Daley announced that a substitute amendment had been previously distributed. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved approval of Substitute 
Amendment #8. The motion carried. Commissioner Moran voted no. 

AMENDMENT #9 

Sponsor: Commissioner Peter N. Silvestri 
Explanation (purpose) of Amendment: 

Most homeowners will need to refinance out of their predatory loans. Thus far, only Harris Bank and 
Fannie Mae have developed an alternative product to help those in the midst of a predatory loan. This 
alternative product pays off the predatory loan and replaces it with a more conventional loan. 

Amends: Section 2 - Definitions: “Predatory lender” 

“Predatory lender” means a financial institution that has made, within the previous 12 month 
period, predatory loans that comprise either: (1) 5% of the total annual number of loans made, or (2) 25 
individual loans; whichever is less. Each financial institution and affiliate shall be considered separately 
for the purposes of these calculations, and only loans secured by residential real estate that is located 
within the County shall be considered. The term “predatory lender” shall not include a financial 
institution, or its affiliates, that has submitted to the Chief Financial Officer a plan which is accepted in 
writing by the Chief Financial Officer to discontinue the practice of making predatory loans, if th e which 
plan ensures: (i) the prompt disengagement from the practice of making predatory loans by the financial 
institution and its affiliates, and (ii) the complete cessation of the making of predatory loans by the 
financial institution and its affiliates within 180 days after the plan is submitted; and (iii) development of 
an alternative non-predatory loan product to help finance borrowers out of predatory loans : provided that 
no more than one plan may be submitted on behalf of any financial institution. 

Amendment #9 was withdrawn at the request of the sponsor.

Explanation (purpose) of Amendment: 

If a HUD 1 Settlement Paper and Truth in Lending documents are attached to foreclosure filings, 
homeowners may be able to use the Illinois Interest Act as a defense, which would put a moratorium on 
their foreclosure until that suit is settled. 

Amends: 5th Whereas clause 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners calls upon the Attorney General of 
Illinois to investigate and take legal action against predatory lenders; supports the Governor of Illinois’ 
initiatives against predatory lending; requests the Illinois General Assembly to impose stricter regulations 
on mortgage lenders who engage in unfair and deceptive lending practices; requests the Illinois General 
Assembly to require a HUD 1 Settlement Paper and Truth in Lending documents be attached to all 
foreclosure Filings: asks that community and religious leaders establish educational programs that will 
alert consumers to the dangers of predatory lending and directs the Chief Financial Officer of Cook 
County to make appropriate recommendations in regard to any financial institution engaged in predatory 
lending which seeks a County contract or designation as a County depository;

Leave was granted to add Commissioners Butler and Collins as co-sponsors. 

Commissioner Quigley stated that he is aware the Board cannot regulate the insurance business, and this 
amendment does not attempt to do so. The Commissioner said the ordinance addresses the mortgage 
industry in the same way that it addresses the insurance industry. He said the Federal Reserve Board has 
now recommended that the financing of credit life can be included in points and fees. He stated that 
Governor Ryan’s proposed regulations not only included credit life in the definition of points and fees, 
but prohibits the sale of lump sum credit life in high cost loans. The Commissioner further stated that 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac both refuse to purchase subprime loans that include single premium credit 
insurance, and a joint report by HUD and the U.S. Treasury recommends banning this type of product 
altogether. 

Commissioner Lechowicz stated that amendment #12 effectively bans single premium credit life 
insurance. He said this amendment differs from the City’s ordinance and would impose very different 
requirements on the same lenders governing the same loans. He indicated that the City of Chicago is 
going to address this issue, and when the State’s Joint Committee on Administrative Rules (JCAR) rules 
on the matter, the Board could follow suit. He indicated that the Board should not act preinaturely but 
should wait to make sure that the State takes the appropriate lead in this critical area. He requested that a 
Chicago Tribune article dated March 31, 2001, by Melissa Allison be entered into the record. The article 
concerns Governor Ryan’s revised rules on lending. 

Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Butler, moved approval of Amendment #12. 
The motion to approve Amendment #12 FAILED. Commissioner Butler, Collins and Quigley voted 
yes, and Commissioner Silvestri voted present.

Leave was granted to add Commissioner Butler as a co-sponsor. 

Commissioner Quigley stated the amendment follows the recommendations that Governor Ryan and the 
Federal Reserve Board have made. The amendment informs citizens that the Board of Commissioners is 
concerned about the growing number of foreclosures. He noted the ordinance includes credit life in the 
definition of points and fees. 

Commissioner Maldonado defined a predatory loan as a threshold loan, that has charges in terms of points 
exceeding five percent. He stated the public has testified at the hearings, that most lenders sell single 
premium life insurance and share fees with either the broker or lender. As an example, the Commissioner 
said if the lender charges $5000 for the premium and it is split with the broker, that means the lender is 
charging five points, plus $2500, which on a $100,000 loan means an additional two and half points in 
terms of fees. He stated his concern that if the amendment is not approved, there will be more 
proliferation of credit life insurance pushed on customers. He supports the adoption of the amendment. 

Commissioner Collins stated that the ordinance is not to regulate all banks and financial institutions in 
Cook County, but to regulate a few banks where the County has deposits. 

Commissioner Lechowicz indicated that the County does not have the authority to regulate certain 
institutions. He stated it is the province of the State and that the Joint Committee on Administrative Rules 
can address this issue. He noted that adoption of the amendment would be premature. 

Commissioner Quigley, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved approval of Amendment 
#13. Commissioner Quigley called for a Roll Call, the vote of yeas and nays being as follows:

Amends: Section 2 - Definitions: “Points and fees” (4) 
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(4) The premium of any single premium credit life, credit disability, credit unemployment, or 
any other life or health insurance that is financed directly or indirectly into the loan, unless the disclosures 
and acknowledgment described in predatory loan practice (7) below have been made. 

“Points and fees” shall not include: (i) taxes, filing fees, recording and other charges and fees 
paid or to be paid to public officials for determining the existence of or for perfecting, releasing or 
satisfying a security interest; (ii) a payment to a government agency or a government-sponsored agency in 
connection with a government-sponsored mortgage program; (iii) bona fide and reasonable fees paid to a 
person other than a lender or an affiliate of the lender or to the mortgage broker or an affiliate of the 
mortgage broker for the following: fees for tax payment services; fees for flood certification; fees for pest 
infestation and flood determinations; appraisal fees; fees for home inspections performed prior to closing; 
credit reports; surveys; attorney's fees (if the borrower has the right to select the attorney); notary fees; 
escrow charges, any closing fee charged by the title insurance company, so long as not otherwise included 
under paragraph (1) of this subdivision; title insurance premiums; and hazard insurance and flood 
insurance premiums, provided that the conditions in section 226.4(d)(2) of Title 12 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations, as amended from time to time, are met; and (iv) any bona fide, competitive and reasonable 
fees paid to the lender or an affiliate of the lender for the services and products described in clause (iii), 
but only if the loan is not conditioned on the fees being paid to the lender or its affiliate, and the borrower 
is given the option to obtain the service or product from an unaffiliated entity.

A. All financial institutions, seeking designation as a County depository by the Board of 
Commissioners upon the request of the Treasurer , shall submit to the Chief Financial Officer, 
prior to any such designation, a pledge affirming that neither it nor any of its affiliates is or 
will become a predatory lender within the County. Upon receipt, the Chief Financial Officer 
shall forward this pledge to the Treasurer. The pledge shall be signed by the chairman of the 
board, chief executive officer, or other officer of the financial institution acceptable to the 
Chief Financial Officer. The pledge shall be in substantially the following form: 

We pledge that we are not and will not become a predatory lender as defined in this 
Ordinance. We further pledge that none of our affiliates is, and none of them will become, a 
predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance. We understand that becoming a predatory 
lender or becoming an affiliate of a predatory lender may result in the loss of our designation 
as a County depository. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved approval of Amendment #17.

Mortgage 
lenders must certify that the borrower financially Qualify for the proposed mortgage and that 
the borrower’s income is sufficient at the time of the loan to amortized the mortgage in 
accordance with the agreed mortgage terms. IT. after the mortgage is issue and the 
amortization commenced it is determined that the borrower did not financially qualify for the 
subject mortgage at the time of issuance, than the mortgage shall be deemed to have been 
issued under fraudulent terms and shall be determined to be null and void. The 
aforementioned shall be equally applicable to all originating, servicing and subsequent 
holders of the mortgage. The loan certification shall be maintained and made a part of the 
file and a copy shall be issued to the mortgagor. A borrower shall be presumed to be able to 
make the scheduled payments to repay the obligation if, at the time the loan is consummated, 
or at the time of the first rate adjustment in the case of a lower introductory interest rate, the 
borrower's scheduled monthly payments on the loan (including principal, interest, taxes, 
insurance and assessments), combined with the scheduled payments for all other debts, do not 
exceed 50% of the borrower’s monthly gross income as verified by the credit application, the 
borrower's financial statement, a credit report, financial information provided to the lender by 
or on behalf of the borrower, or any other reasonable means. This provision applies only to 
borrowers whose income, as reported on the loan application which the lender relied upon in 
making the credit decision, is no greater than 120% of the median family income for the 
Chicago Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA) (as defined by the Director of the U.S. Office 
of Management and Budget). For purposes of this Ordinance, the median family income 
shall be derived from the most recent estimates made available by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, at the time the application is received. For purposes of 
determining median income, only the income of the borrower or borrowers shall be 
considered; 

Commissioner Collins indicated Amendment #18 puts the responsibility on the mortgage broker or the 
lender. The Commissioner said there are specific rules, practices and procedures that must be followed 
to determine whether or not a person can afford to repay the loan, especially when one look's at home 
equity loans to ensure that people do not lose their property. The Commissioner said the Amendment 
requires the lender to certify the person and to determine that the borrower has the financial ability to pay 
the loan in accordance with the terms of the loan. She indicated that the borrower will receive a copy of 
the certification signed by the mortgagor saying that they have validated the fact that this person has the 
financial ability to repay the loan. 

Commissioner Lechowicz asked ASA Haynes if she had an opportunity to review Amendment #18? 
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ASA Haynes answered that she did review Amendment #18 and appreciates the concern it addresses. She 
said the State has a broader ability to regulate the practice of banking and that this amendment would 
appear to impose an affirmative requirement that lenders enter into a certification that the borrower has 
the ability to repay the loan. From a legal standpoint, ASA Haynes indicated that it may appear to be 
regulating banking in a manner that goes beyond the County’s authority. She indicated there are no real 
criteria set forth in this ordinance by which a lender can make that certification. She indicated there are 
general standards out there and did not know whether or not it is currently widespread practice to make a 
certification like this. She did not think such standards are set forth in the amendment. ASA Haynes also 
stated there is a significant issue as to whether or not the County may be going a step beyond what the 
ordinance intends. 

Commissioner Collins said the intent of the amendment is to certify and validate that the borrower’s 
income can support the mortgage payments. 

Ms. Haynes indicated the amendment seeks general certification and one that is keyed to a specific 
Federal law. She said it imposes an affirmative obligation upon the lender and would declare that a 
mortgage, which was issued and for which the borrower did not financially qualify, would appear to have 
been issued under fraudulent terms, which is a statement that may go beyond what actually happened. 
ASA Haynes commented that under the amendment, the mortgage would be deemed null and void. Ms. 
Haynes concluded that she does not think the County Board can promulgate an ordinance that would have 
the authority to declare a mortgage null and void. 

Commissioner Lechowicz advised the committee to follow the Assistant State’s Attorney’s advice that 
the County Board does not have certain jurisdictional powers over financial institutions in this County or 
State. He said he had serious reservations and did not think this amendment should be considered at this 
time, based upon the State’s Attorney’s recommendation. 

Commissioner Steele concurred with Commissioner Lechowicz and indicated that the State has greater 
powers than Cook County. 

Commissioner Collins, seconded by Commissioner Quigley, moved approval of Amendment #18.

COOK COUNTY PREDATORY LENDING ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the number of home mortgage foreclosures in Cook County has risen dramatically 
over the last few years; and 

WHEREAS, many homeowners in Cook County who lost their homes were victims of predatory 
lenders. These lenders prey on unsuspecting, low-income borrowers by charging exorbitantly high 
interest rates, fees and commissions, misrepresenting the mortgage terms and engaging in other unfair and 
deceptive practices; and 

WHEREAS, those lenders who engage in the unscrupulous and unethical practice of predatory 
lending strip hard earned equity from County residents and contribute to the problems of vacant and 
abandoned houses and homelessness; and 

WHEREAS, the County desires to promote the public interest and to discourage predatory 
lending practices within Cook County by declining to enter into contracts with predatory lenders and 
thereby conferring financial benefits upon those lenders: and 

WHEREAS, the Chairman of the Federal Reserve, the United States Congress, the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban Development, Fannie Mae, various state governments and the City of 
Chicago have recognized those abusive mortgage lending practices which have led to the rising number 
of home foreclosures; and 
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WFIEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners calls upon the Attorney General of 
Illinois to investigate and take legal action against predatory lenders; supports the Governor of Illinois’ 
initiatives against predatory lending; requests the Illinois General Assembly to impose stricter regulations 
on mortgage lenders who engage in unfair and deceptive lending practices; asks that community and 
religious leaders establish educational programs that will alert consumers to the dangers of predatory 
lending and directs the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County to make appropriate recommendations in 
regard to any financial institution engaged in predatory lending which seeks a County contract or 
designation as a County depository; 

NOW TfFEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE COUNTY 
OF COOK, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1 - TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known as the “Cook County Predatory Lending Ordinance.” 

SECTION 2 - DEFINITIONS 

For purposes of this Ordinance, whenever any of the following words, terms or definitions are 
used, they shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this section: 

“Affiliate” means any entity that controls, is controlled by, or is under common control with 
another entity, as determined under the federal Bank Holding Company Act of 1956, as amended from 
time to time. However, “affiliate” specifically shall not include any entity whose predominant business is 
the providing of tax deferred, defined contribution, pension plans to public employees in accordance with 
Sections 403(b) and 457 of the Internal Revenue Code. 

“Chief Financial Officer” means the Chief Financial Officer of Cook County. 

“Financial Institution” means a bank, savings and loan association, thrift, credit union, mortgage 
banker, mortgage broker, a trust company, a savings bank, an investment bank, a securities broker, a 
municipal securities broker, a securities dealer, a municipal securities dealer, a securities underwriter, a 
municipal securities underwriter, an investment trust, a venture capital company, a bank holding 
company, a financial services holding company, or any licensee under the Consumer Installment Loan 
Act, the Sales Finance Agency Act, or the Residential Mortgage Licensing Act. However, “financial 
institution” specifically shall not include any entity whose predominant business is the providing of tax 
deferred, defined contribution, pension plans to public employees in accordance with Sections 403(b) and 
457 of the Internal Revenue Code. 

“First lien mortgage” means any loan secured by a first lien on residential real property, including 
but not limited to purchase money and non-purchase money loans, refinancing loans, home equity loans, 
and reverse mortgages. 

“Flipping” means the refinancing and charging of additional points, charges or other costs on a 
threshold loan within a 24 month period after the refinanced loan was made, unless the refinancing results 
in a tangibl e financial benefit to the borrower. 

“Home equity loan” means the extension of credit secured by a l e nd e r lien on residential real 
property under a plan in which: 

(1) The lender reasonably contemplates repeated transactions;

(2) The lender may impose a finance charge from time to time on an outstanding balance; and 

(3) The amount of credit that may be extended to the borrower during the term of the plan (up 
to any limit set by the lender) is generally made available to the extent that any outstanding balance is 
repaid. 


“Junior mortgage” means any loan secured by a mortgage other than a first lien mortgage. 

“Points and fees” means: 

(1) All items required to be disclosed under sections 226.4(a) and 226.4(b) of Title 12 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations, as amended from time to time, except the interest rate or time-price 
differential; 

(2) Subject to the exclusions provided below in this subdivision, all charges for items listed 
under section 226.4(c)(7) of Title 12 of the Code of Federal Regulations, as amended from time to time, 
but only if the lender receives direct or indirect compensation, in connection with the charge or the charge 
is paid to an affiliate of the lender, and otherwise the charges are not included within the meaning of the 
phrase “points and fees”; 

(3) All compensation paid directly or indirectly to a mortgage broker, including a broker that 
originates a loan in its own name in a table funded transaction, not otherwise included in paragraph (1) or 
(2) of this subdivision; 

(4) The premium of any single premium credit life, credit disability, credit unemployment, or 
any other life or health insurance that is financed directly or indirectly into the loan, unless the disclosures 
and acknowledgment described in predatory loan practice (7) below have been made. 

“Points and fees” shall not include: (i) taxes, filing fees, recording and other charges and fees 
paid or to be paid to public officials for determining the existence of or for perfecting, releasing or 
satisfying a security interest; (ii) a payment to a government agency or a government-sponsored agency in 
connection with a government-sponsored mortgage program; (iii) bona fide and reasonable fees paid to a 
person other than a lender or an affiliate of the lender or to the mortgage broker or an affiliate of the 
mortgage broker for the following: fees for tax payment services; fees for flood certification; fees for pest 
infestation and flood determinations; appraisal fees; fees for home inspections performed prior to closing; 
credit reports; surveys; attorney’s fees (if the borrower has the right to select the attorney); notary fees; 
escrow charges, so long as not otherwise included under paragraph (1) of this subdivision; title insurance 
premiums; and hazard insurance and flood insurance premiums, provided that the conditions in section 
226.4(d)(2) of Title 12 of the Code of Federal Regulations, as amended from time to time, are met; and 
(iv) any bona fide, competitive and reasonable fees paid to the lender or an affiliate of the lender for the 
services and products described in clause (iii), but only if the loan is not conditioned on the fees being 
paid to the lender or its affiliate, and the borrower is given the option to obtain the service or product from 
an unaffiliated entity. 

“Predatory lender” means a financial institution that has made, within the pr e viou s 12 month 
period, prior to submission of a bid or contract offer, or prior to the date of proposed designation as a 
County depository, whichever is applicable, predatory loans that comprise either: (1) 5% of the total 
annual number of loans made, or (2) 25 individual loans; whichever is less. Each financial institution and 
affiliate shall be considered separately for the purposes of these calculations, and only loans secured by 
residential real estate that is located within the County shall be considered. The term “predatory lender” 
shall not include a financial institution, or its affiliates, that has submitted to the Chief Financial Officer a 
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plan which is accepted in writing by the Chief Financial Officer to discontinue the practice of making 
predatory loans which plan , if th e plan e nsur e s : (i) ensures the prompt disengagement from the practice 
of making predatory loans by the financial institution and its affiliates, and (ii) ensures the complete 
cessation of the making of predatory loans by the financial institution and its affiliates within 180 days 
after the plan is submitted; provided that no more than one plan may be submitted on behalf of any 
financial institution. 

“Predatory loan” means a threshold loan that was made under circumstances that involve any of 
the following acts or practices: 

(1) Fraudulent or deceptive acts or practices, including fraudulent or deceptive marketing and 
sales efforts to sell threshold loans. 

(2) Prepayment penalties: (i) that apply to a prepayment made after the expiration of the 36 
month period following the date the loan was made, or (ii) that are more than 3% of the 
total loan amount if the prepayment is made within the first 12 month period following the 
date the loan was made, or more than 2% of the total loan amount if the prepayment is 
made within the second 12 month period after the date the loan was made, or more than 1% 
of the loan amount if the prepayment is made within the third 12 month period following 
the date the loan was made. 

(3) Balloon payments: A threshold loan that has a payment schedule with regular periodic 
payments that when aggregated do not fully amortize the outstanding principal balance, 
except for bridge loans connected with the acquisition or construction of a dwelling 
intended to become the borrower’s principal dwelling, and except for loans with a final 
balloon payment that have a term of not less than 180 months provided such balloon 
payment is conspicuously disclosed to the borrower, and except for home equity loans. 

(4) Loan flipping. 

(5) Negative amortization: A threshold loan, other than a loan secured only by a reverse 
mortgage, with terms under which the outstanding balance will increase at any time over 
the course of the loan because the regular periodic payments do not cover the full amount 
of the interest due, unless the negative amortization is the consequence of a temporary 
forbearance sought by the borrower. 

(6) The financing of points and fees in excess of 6% of the loan amount. 

(7) The financing of a single premium credit life, credit disability, credit unemployment, or any 
other life or health insurance, directly or indirectly, into one or more threshold loans unless 
the lender, at least three business days before the borrower signs the loan agreement, makes 
to the borrower a separate oral disclosure, and a separate clear and conspicuous written 
disclosure containing the following information, all of which must be true: (i) the total cost 
of the insurance premium and, separately stated, the total amount of interest that will be 
charged for the financing of the insurance premium over the life of the loan; (ii) the fact 
that the insurance will be prepaid and financed at the interest rate provided for in the loan; 

(iii) the fact that the purchase of such insurance is not required in order to obtain the loan; 

(iv) the amount that the lender or its affiliates will receive as direct or indirect commissions 
in connection with the insurance; (v) that the borrower may terminate the insurance at any 
time and receive a refund of the unearned premium, and that the borrower will receive a 
refund of the entire premium if the borrower cancels the insurance within 90 days after the

policy goes into effect; (vi) the term of the insurance coverage and, if different from the 
term of the loan, the length of the difference. In addition, the written disclosure shall 
contain a signed and dated acknowledgment by the borrower that the oral disclosure was 
made, and a signed and dated acknowledgment by the lender that the oral disclosure was 
made. 

(8) Lending without due regard to repayment ability: The lender makes a loan if the lender 
do es not r e asonably believes at the time the loan is consummated that the borrower or the 
borrowers (when considered collectively in the case of multiple borrowers) will not be able 
to make the scheduled payments to repay the obligation based upon a consideration of their 
current and expected income, current obligations, employment status, and other financial 
resources (other than the borrower’s equity in the dwelling which secures repayment of the 
loan). A borrower shall be presumed to be able to make the scheduled payments to repay 
the obligation if, at the time the loan is consummated, or at the time of the first rate 
adjustment in the case of a lower introductory interest rate, the borrower’s scheduled 
monthly payments on the loan (including principal, interest, taxes, insurance and 
assessments), combined with the scheduled payments for all other debts, do not exceed 
50% of the borrower’s monthly gross income as verified by the credit application, the 
borrower’s financial statement, a credit report, financial information provided to the lender 
by or on behalf of the borrower, or any other reasonable means. This provision applies 
only to borrowers whose income, as reported on the loan application which the lender 
relied upon in making the credit decision, is no greater than 120% of the median family 
income for the Chicago Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA) (as defined by the Director of 
the U.S. Office of Management and Budget). For purposes of this Ordinance, the median 
family income shall be derived from the most recent estimates made available by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Development, at the time the application is received. 
For purposes of detennining median income, only the income of the borrower or borrowers 
shall be considered; 

(9) The payment by a lender to a contractor under a home improvement contract from the 
proceeds of a threshold loan, other than: 

(i) by an instrument payable to the borrower or jointly to the borrower and the contractor; 
or 

(ii) at the election of the borrower, by a third party escrow agent in accordance with terms 
established in a written agreement signed by the borrower, the lender, and the 
contractor before the date of payment; 

(10) The payment from loan proceeds by a lender to a contractor under a home repair or 
improvement contract, where the contractor has been, on two or more occasions within the 
previous 24 month period, determined by a court or agency of competent jurisdiction to be 
in violation of any law or ordinance prohibiting deceptive practices or similar conduct, 
unless: (i) the lender has no knowledge of the determinations, and (ii) the lender has 
received a written affidavit from the contractor stating that there have not been two or more 
such determinations regarding the contractor within the previous 24 month period. 

(11) Such other circumstances that the Chief Financial Officer may determine to be predatory in 
nature, in administrative rules promulgated to implement this Ordinance , which rules shall 
be submitted to the Cook County Board of Commissioners for their approval . 
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“Reverse mortgage” means a nonrecourse security interest in the borrower’s principal dwelling 
where no interest or principal is payable on the secured loan (except in the case of default) until: (i) the 
borrower dies; (ii) the dwelling is transferred; or (iii) the borrower ceases to occupy the dwelling. 

“Threshold loan” means a loan that is entered into after the effective date of this Ordinance and is 
secured by residential real property located within the County on which there is situated a dwelling for 
not more than four families or a condominium unit, or is secured by a cooperative unit within the County, 
if: 

(1) at the time of the loan’s origination, the annual percentage rate of the loan exceeds by 
more than 6 percentage points in the case of a first lien mortgage, or by more than 8 percentage points in 
the case of a junior mortgage, the yield on Treasury securities having comparable periods of maturity to 
the loan maturity as of the fifteenth day of the month immediately preceding the month in which the 
application for the extension of credit is received by the creditor; or 

(2) the total points and fees exceed: (i) 5% of the total loan amount if the loan amount is 
$16,000 or greater, or (ii) $800 if the loan amount is less than $16,000. 

However, “threshold loan” shall not include a loan that is made primarily for a business purpose 
unrelated to the residential real property securing the loan and shall not include a loan with a total loan 
amount over $250,000. 

“Treasurer” means the Treasurer of Cook County. 

SECTION 3 - COUNTY CONTRACTS 

A. The Chief Financial Officer shall determine whether any financial institution seeking a 
contract with the County is a predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance. If the Chief 
Financial Officer determines that any such financial institution is a predatory lender, the 
County will not award a contract to such financial institution. For purposes of this 
Ordinance, a County contract shall not include designation as a County depository. The 
Chief Financial Officer shall notify the Treasurer of this determination. 

B. With each bid or offer submitted by a financial institution for any contract with the County, 
there shall be a pledge signed by the chairman of the board, chief executive officer, or other 
officer of the financial institution acceptable to the Chief Financial Officer. The pledge 
shall be in substantially the following form: 

We pledge that we are not and will not become a predatory lender as 
defined in Cook County’s Predatory Lending Ordinance. We further 
pledge that none of our affiliates is, and none of them will become, a 
predatory lender as defined in this Ordinance. We understand that 
becoming a predatory lender or becoming an affiliate of a predatory lender 
may result in the loss of the privilege of doing business with the County. 

C. Nothing in this Ordinance shall affect the validity of any contract entered into in connection 
with any debt obligations issued by or on behalf of the County prior to a determination by 
the Chief Financial Officer that an entity participating in the contract is a predatory lender. 
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D. The Chief Financial Officer, at the direction of the President of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, may suspend the ineligibility of a financial institution in order to allow 
execution of a contract with the financial institution upon written application by the head of 
a County agency or department affected by the proposed contract setting forth facts 
sufficient in the judgment of the purchasing agent to establish: 

1. that the public health, safety or welfare of the County requires the goods or services of 
the financial institution; and 

2. that the County is unable to acquire the goods or services at comparable price and 
quality, and in sufficient quantity, from other sources. 

SECTION 4 - COUNTY DEPOSITORIES 

A. All financial institutions, seeking designation as a County depository by the Board of 
Commissioners upon the request of the Treasurer , shall submit to the Chief Financial 
Officer, prior to any such designation, a pledge affirming that neither it nor any of its 
affiliates is or will become a predatory lender within the County. Upon receipt, the Chief 
Financial Officer shall forward this pledge to the Treasurer. The pledge shall be signed by 
the chairman of the board, chief executive officer, or other officer of the financial 
institution acceptable to the Chief Financial Officer. The pledge shall be in substantially 
the following form: 

We pledge that we are not and will not become a predatory lender as 
defined in this Ordinance. We further pledge that none of our affiliates 
is, and none of them will become, a predatory lender as defined in this 
Ordinance. We understand that becoming a predatory lender or 
becoming an affiliate of a predatory lender may result in the loss of our 
designation as a County depository. 

B. Upon receipt of any written complaint regarding predatory lending practices by any 
financial institution seeking designation as a County depository or serving as a County 
depository, the Chief Financial Officer shall refer such complaints to the Treasurer who 
will may conduct an investigation of the complaint in accordance with the Treasurer’s 
policies and procedures. 

SECTION 5 - SEVERABILITY 

If any provision of this Ordinance is held invalid, such provision shall be deemed excised from 
this Ordinance and the invalidity thereof shall not affect any of the other provisions of this Ordinance. If 
the application of any provision of this Ordinance to any person or circumstance is held invalid, it shall 
not affect the application of such provision to other persons or circumstances. 

SECTION 6 - EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall take effect 60 days after its passage and approval.

Chairman Moreno asked Commissioner Quigley to give background information regarding the proposed 
ordinance. 
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Commissioner Quigley commented about personal experiences during the first energy crisis when fewer 
lights were used that year and smaller vehicles were purchased. He also said that same year the Gross 
National Product (GNP) rose and energy consumption stayed the same. He stated that somewhere during 
the 1970’s through the 1990’s, when OPEC released more oil and energy consumption rose, the U.S. lost 
some lessons on energy savings. 

Commissioner Quigley said today, when we hear of energy blackouts in California and of people in 
Chicago who are unable to pay their heating bills, perhaps those lessons are coming back to us. He said 
he thinks it is appropriate for government, particularly Cook County, to take a leadership role in moving 
toward those energy efficiencies that were supposed to be learned some time ago. 

The commissioner said the proposed ordinance stems from his visit to San Francisco, California that had 
already passed a Green Building Ordinance that involved buildings the city built rather than buildings 
outside of their jurisdiction. He stated the San Francisco ordinance did not follow the LEED standard, but 
did give him the idea that Cook County should do something similar. He further said that discussions 
with representatives of the Environmental Law and Policy Center focused on the Green Buildings Council 
and the LEED’s standard for buildings and building efficiency. Commissioner Quigley stated that the 
LEED’s standard not only covers building efficiency but also environmental qualities, orientations, 
worker productivity, air quality and many other areas of concern to the County. He stated that the 
ordinance is one way Cook County can take the lead in resolving energy efficiency problems. 

The following speakers provided testimony on the proposed ordinance: 

Helen Kessler, Executive Vice President, Sieben Energy Consultants 

Karen J. Lewis, Environmental Law & Policy Center 

Theodore P. Georgas, Chief Engineer, Cook County Highway Department 

Chairman Moreno and Commissioner Silvestri asked to be listed as co-sponsors to the ordinance. 

Chairman Moreno commented that he believes every commissioner is in favor of Cook County taking the 
initiative on energy conservation and the environment; however, he said the county also needs to look at 
the cost and maintenance associated with any new construction as it relates to the proposed ordinance. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that initially, new construction would probably cost more using the 
standards in the proposed ordinance, but in the long run by approving the ordinance, taxpayer dollars will 
be saved along with helping our children and the environment. 

Commissioner Moran informed the subcommittee that he had recently attended a Department of Energy 
Conference where the very same issue was discussed. The commissioner shared information regarding 
Cook County’s proposed ordinance at the meeting and was told that the possibility exists that a mandate 
calling for all public buildings to conform to the LEED’s example could become an unfunded mandate. 
He said he supports the ordinance and Commissioner Quigley is on target with this proposal. 

In response to comments made by Ted Georgios, Chief Engineer, Cook County Highway Department, 
regarding a possible exemption to the ordinance for “no or low occupancy structures,” Commissioner 
Quigley stated that these structures should be exempt and he plans to make this a part of the proposed 
ordinance. The commissioner further stated that the ordinance only applies to new buildings that will be 
constructed after passage. 

Chairman Moreno asked Michael LaMont, Director, Office of Capital Planning and Policy to give the 
subcommittee an idea on how and where the county is moving on energy efficiency and this concept. 
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Michael LaMont stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy has already considered energy 
conservation and recycling as buildings are renovated and updated, particularly in the area of lighting. He 
said that for the past five years, on retrofit projects, “green lights” have been successfully retrofitted in 
various buildings. He further stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy is currently working 
on the “Green Lights Fixture Replacement Project” that is more comprehensive, especially on the use of 
energy efficient light fixtures. Mr. LaMont stated that the Board has already approved Phase I of the 
project that includes outlying court buildings and Phase II includes all other buildings. He concluded by 
stating that the Office will look at all criteria in the proposed ordinance as it relates to cost. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked when the Office of Capital Planning and Policy will present a report to the 
members. 

Michael LaMont responded he plans to meet with staff, other county departments, and the Industrial 
Engineers to thoroughly review the proposed ordinance. He concluded by stating that he will provide a 
status report to the members within 30 to 60 days. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Schumann, moved the deferral of 
Communication No. 241446 until the Office of Capital Planning and Policy prepares a fiscal impact 
statement. The motion carried.

In response to Commissioner Silvestri's request to hear from a representative of the Assessor’s Office on 
House Bill 2392, Terry Steczo stated the Assessor's Office is very supportive of the Resolution and House 
Bill 2392. 
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Mr. Steczo stated the intent of the bill is not only to ensure the proper conveyance and accuracy of 
property records but also, to protect the county and purchasers of such property from the costly impact of 
improper conveyances. 

He explained the measure would require a developer to provide a Property Index Number (PIN) as 
recorded with the legal description of the property, or to show proof that the application for division 
petition for a separate PIN has been filed with the Assessor’s Office. 

Commissioner Silvestri requested information from Helen Haynes of the State’s Attorney’s Office, on the 
feasibility of implementing and enforcing the measure pursuant to the County’s home rule authority.

Chairman Hansen proceeded to Item 4-Status of Illinois General Assembly legislation affecting Cook 
County on the agenda. 

The Chairman called on the Board’s lobbyist in Springfield, Steve Morrill, who briefed and answered 
questions on each item. 

A. PRESIDENT STROGER’S INITIATIVES 

1. SB 485 (Viverito) and HB 3136 (McCarthy/Madigan) - Cook County and Forest 
Preserve ERI Program: at age 50 with 20 years of service, receive up to an additional 
10% pension benefit accrual (10% of final average salary, subject to the current 80% 
maximum.). 

2. HB 2412 (Winkel/Weaver) - Contains language to authorize FPD Board to permit 
the sale of liquor. 

3. HB 3247 (Hassert/Parker) and SB 991 (Viverito/Madigan) - FPD bill allowing sale 
of five surplus parcels, which cumulatively total six acres. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz moved to support Item Nos. 1,2 and 
3. The motion carried unanimously. 

B. ELECTIONS 

4. HB 3147 (Madigan/Hendon) - Permits the use of in-precinct, automatic tabulating 
equipment with error detection technology and direct voter insertion; and provides, 
subject to appropriation, for retroactive reimbursement of up to 1000% of the cost of 
the equipment. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Collins, moved to support Item No. 4. The 
motion carried unanimously. 

4. SB 663 (Dillard/Madigan) - Specifically prohibits use of error detection equipment 
to detect undervoted ballots. 
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Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved to support Item No. 5 as a 
vehicle only for agreed upon election authority language. 

C. SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT 

5. SB 356 (Karpiel/Pankau) - Provides that an IEPA permit for a waste disposal facility 
expires after 10 years if the facility has not received waste during such period and, at 
the time of permitting, the facility was exempt from local siting approval. 

In response to Commissioner Silvestri’s request for further information, Steve Morrill stated that in 1987 
Cook County approved special use zoning approval for a landfill in the Northwestern unincorporated area 
of the county and the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency issued a permit. He explained that the 
landfill question had been in the courts and just recently a US Supreme Court decision came down in 
support of the authority of local agencies to proceed with such use. Mr. Morrill stated this bill was 
introduced by individuals who were not happy with this decision and wish to stop the local agencies from 
moving forward with the project. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to oppose Item No. 6. The 
motion carried unanimously. 

D. FOIA AND OPEN MEETINGS 

6. HB 2233 (Ruthorford/Burzynski) - Creates the Office of Public Records Access 
Counsel within the Attorney General’s Office to educate the public and public 
bodies, and to issue advisory opinions, about access to public records. Also makes 
mandatory a court’s award of attorney’s fees, costs and reasonable expenses to a 
person who successfully challenges a public body’s denial of access to public record. 

7. HB 3078 (Righter) - Specifies that financial amounts expended or collected by 
public bodies in connection with settling threatened or actual litigation are public 
information. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to receive and file Item Nos. 7 
and 8. The motion carried unanimously. 

9. HB 3098 (Dart) - Requires a public body to keep verbatim minutes of any closed 
meeting. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated his concern, as Chairman of the Litigation Committee, that this bill could 
hinder the members’ ability to properly discuss matters in executive session. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to oppose Item No. 9. The 
motion carried. 

Commissioner Collins voted Present on Item No. 9. 

E. LEGAL/TORT 

10. SB 1014 (Rauschenberger/Hamos) - Provides that bicyclists are permitted and 
intended users of roadways, and subjects units of local government to liability for 
willful and wanton misconduct. 
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Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to oppose Item No. 10. The 
motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Collins voted Present on Item No. 10. 

11. HB 543 (Righter/Cronin) - Increases the amount of time (from one to two years) 
during which an action may be brought against a unit of local government or public 
employee in connection with an injury or death arising out of patient care. 

In response to Commissioner Lechowicz, Steve Morrill stated that the bill results from a recent decision 
by the IL Supreme Court that affirmed the one-year time limitation for filings against public hospitals. 
He explained the bill is drafted for the statutory change based on the dissenting opinion in this case. 

Commissioner Lechowicz requested further information from Helen Haynes, of the State’s Attorney’s 
Office, regarding past county cases. He asked for a comparison of the number of filings less than one 
year and the estimated number beyond one year, including an estimated increase in costs the county might 
face if this bill becomes law. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to receive and file Item No. 11. 
The motion carried. 

Commissioners Silvestri, Daley and Collins voted Present on Item No. 11. 

F. TOWNSHIPS 

12. HB 27 (Leitch) - Gives townships certain demolition authority, pursuant to 
application with and order by a court, if a county first declines or fails to act on a 
formal request by the township. 

In response to Commissioner Daley’s question, Steve Morrill stated the President opposed the measure as 
currently drafted. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that since the county has no funding, beyond Community Development 
Block Grants, to demolish buildings and therefore has limited use of this authority, he believes there 
would be no negative impact on the county if this bill were to pass. 

With leave of the committee, Chairman Hansen recognized Representative Skip Saviano. 

Representative Saviano stated he had introduced similar legislation to House Bill 27 and is currently in 
discussion with the President’s office to come up with an agreed upon procedure, possibly using 
intergovernmental agreements, when these matters arise. He noted that his legislation, House Bill 3007, 
is also still pending in Springfield. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Sims, moved to defer for 30 days Item 
No. 12. The motion carried unanimously. 

G. REVENUE 

13. HB 215 (Lindner/Dillard) - Allows for an increase in county law library fees from 
$10 to $25. 
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14. HB 1829 (Madigan) - Vehicle bill for possible increases in fees for the Office of 
Clerk of the Circuit Court. 

15. SB 64 (Silverstein/Hoffman) - Provides for increased fees for DUI and certain drug- 
related violations, and specifies that these fees be deposited into the Trauma Center 
Fund and Spinal Cord Injury Paralysis Cure Research Trust Fund. 

16. SB 385 (Dillard/Daniels) - Makes various changes to the Counties Code to allow a 
reasonable fee to be charged for placing documents on the internet, permits Class I 
and II counties to provide by ordinance for the county clerk to impose a $10 charge 
for issuance of certificates of sale to defray computerization costs, and to allow an 
increase in the amount a county may charge to enforce certain ordinances, rules and 
regulations from $500 to $750. 

17. SB 977 (Molaro/Mathias) - Provides that amounts collected by the Clerk of the 
Court, after payment of fines and court costs, shall be used to satisfy the order of 
restitution before any other disbursements. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Collins, moved to support Item Nos. 13,14, 15, 
16 and 17. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to amend the motion and to 
defer action on Item No. 17. The motion to defer carried unanimously. The main motion, as 
amended, carried unanimously. 

H. QUICK-TAKE 

18. SB 550 (Parker/Parke) and SR 41 (Klemm) - Specifies various actions that must be 
completed before a unit of local government may secure passage of quick-take 
authority from the General Assembly. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to oppose Item No. 18. The 
motion carried unanimously. 

I. LABOR/MANAGEMENT 

19. HB 859 (Saviano) - Prohibits hospitals from requiring nurses to work overtime, and 
requires hospitals to develop nurse staffing plans through an internal committee 
composed of 50% nurses. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to oppose Item No. 19. The 
motion carried. 

Commissioner Collins voted Present on Item No. 19. 

20. HB 913 (Ryan/Radogno) - Limits who may be classified as a “managerial employee” 
under the Public Labor Relations Act. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved to oppose Item No. 20. The 
motion carried. 

Commissioner Collins voted Present on Item No. 20. 
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21. HB 3069 (Stroger) and SB 980 (Munoz/Franks) - Allows Cook County, City of 
Chicago, and various units of local government in Chicago to collect debts owed to 
one another via wage garnishment of their respective public employees. 

Commissioner Lechowicz, seconded by Commissioner Daley, moved to support Item No. 21. The 
motion carried unanimously. 

J. HOME RULE PREEMPTION 

22. HB 2380 (Schmitz/O’Malley) - Preempts home rule in connection with financial 
guarantee instruments for builders and developers. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Lechowicz, moved to oppose Item No. 22. The 
motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Daley moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Vice Chairman Lechowicz. The 
motion carried and the meeting was adjourned.

Volume Cap to the Illinois Housing Development Authority in relation to a multifamily housing project;

The Corporate Authorities hereby authorize the allocation of the 
entire amount of the County’s Volume Cap for calendar year 2001 to a Single Family Mortgage Bond, a 
Mortgage Credit Certificate Program, an Industrial Revenue Bond Program, multi family housing 
projects, any purpose allowed under the code, or any combination thereof, to be approved by the 
Corporated Authorities. 

Section 3. Approval of Further Actions. From and after the adoption of this Resolution, the proper 
officials, agents and employees of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to do all 
such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry out and comply with 
the provisions of this Resolution or to effectuate the purpose hereof.
